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Airport Hotels for Animals 


Now that we are in the Air 
Age, with millions of people fly 
ing daily, it is not surprising that 
our animal friends too have be 
come air travelers. And they, like 
us must sometimes wait at air 
ports between planes, sometimes 
even overnight. For their accom 
modation, we have Animal Hotels, 
and strange busy places they are. 

The most important such Ani 
mal Hotel in Europe is that oper- 
ated by KLM Dutch Airlines at 
the Schiphol Airport, four miles 
from Amsterdam. Last year it 
serviced some two million animal 
visitors, ranging in age from 
1 day old to 300 years old. Al 
most a million day-old chicks 
crossed the Atlantic from America 
and spent a night in that Animal 
Fotel in Holland before continu 
ing to Vienna. Rome or Madrid. 
A 300-year-old tortoise, too, was 
an overnight guest. 

Scmetimes a whole circus of 
animals flying from one part of 
the world to another, stops for the 
night. Then there are the animals 
from Asia and Africa being flown 
Europe, America or 
Australia kangaroos, pumas, 
panthers, chimpanzees, a baby 
hippopotamus, a buffalo.

Nor is it an easy matter to 
house and care for animals of such 
varying size, appetites and tem 
peraments.

And what, you may well ask, 
is the actual cost of lodging at such 
Animal Hotels? That depends 
upon size, appetite and attention 
required. An average sized dog is 
$2.00 a day. Boxers and Shep- 
herds are $2.50: and extra larve 
dogs, like Great Danes and St. 
Bernards, are $3.50 a day. Lions 
and tigers are $5.00 and_ horses 
are $7.00 a dav plus $10 for clean- 
up and disinfecting. which covers 
1 to 3 horses during the entire 
stopover period. 

The printed schedule of costs 
makes interesting reading. White 
mice, for instance, are 50c per box 
per day. So are canaries. A fully 
grown goose, turkey or chicken is 
25c. If your snakes are traveling 
by air and for the night, 
you'll have to specifv. Non-noison- 
ous snakes are $1.00 per box or 
snakes are $2.00

Seriously, however, it must be 
remembered, as Dr. Goss of the

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Peruvian Pass Horse 


Another breed of horse has come 
to Texas. Last spring Walter 
Meyer of Lima chartered a plane 
and was flown to Houston with 
12 Peruvian Pass Horses, all stal- 
lions. 


Thereupon they escorted the 
Governor of Texas during the 
Battle of Flowers Parade in San 
Antonio, took part in the Dallas 
State Fair Parade, rode from San 
Antonio to Sequin on the 4th of 
July, and were shown at the Pin 
Oak Horse Show in Houston. Mr. 
Harry Jersig, president of the Lone 
Star Brewing Company, purchased 
three of these stallions, one of 
which had been the 1957 Champ- 
ion of Champions at the Annual 
Semana Hipica (Horse Show) in 
Lima, Peru. Other stallions were 
sold to Mr. Harris Masterson and 
Mrs. Hinckle, both of Houston. 


The Peruvian Pass Horse stands 
hetween 14-15 hands high, has a 
strong neck and in its general con- 
formation looks somewhat like the 
American Quarter Horse. It has a 
Roman nose, Chinese eyes, and legs 
like a Thorobred. There is also a 
definite resemblance to the early 
American Mustang. 


Its greatest distinction, however, 
is the unique and spectacular gait: 
front legs like a single-footer, rear 
legs like a Tennessee Walking 
Horse. Result is a most comfortable 
riding horse, as the rider does not 
move at all in the saddle. With 
each step, the front legs are thrown 
to the side, a movement not un- 
like that of a duck. 

The reason for this particular 
walk is the sandy coast of Peru, 
where horses tried to build a road 
and threw sand to both sides. The 
Peruvian Pass Horse is a very sur-- 
footed animal, not only on the 
sandy coast, but also up in the 
mountainous Andes and even in 
the lush Peruvian jungle country. 


In Peru, horses are not allowed 
to gallup. They are used for trans- 
portation only, through the large 
sugar and cotton plantations. The 
Peruvian rancher or foreman sad- 
dles his horse in the morning and 
rides it all day long. These sad- 
dle horses are stallions; mares are 
for reproduction only. An old be- 
lief in Peru is: a stallion is a 
HORSE. 

This horse is known for its great 
At the annual Lima 
Horse Show, horses must ride 15 
miles as part of the judging. In 
Sequin last year, Walter Meyer 
rode 31 miles at an average of 10 
miles an hour for 3 hours and 20 
minutes.

Peruvian horses are not shod. 
There was no iron in the country 
when the Spaniards came to South 
America, so they used gold and 
silver for shoeing their 
When these metals became too 
valuable, their horses went shoe- 
less. Thru the generations, these 


horses. 


Peruvian Pass Horses have devel- 
oped remarkably tough hoofs. 

Neither are these horses bred by 
color. Peruvians believe the color 
of a horse should be individual. 
Neither does the proud rancher of 
Peru believe in mass production. It 
would be impossible to find 450 
good stallions for sale in Peru. In 
fact, most people don’t like the 
idea of selling their horses at all. 
With them, horses are not a busi- 
ness, but a tradition and 1 pride. 

The Peruvian Horse is 3/4 Barb 
and 1/4 Andalusian horse, very 
gentle and extremely intelligent. 
It has been used as a fine harness 
horse, saddle horse, cow pony, 
and even as a jumper. In _ these 
qualities, it resembles the Morgan 
Horse a little. An interbreeding 
with the American Quarter Horse 
is recommended and planned, and 
results will be seen in about two 
years. 
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Remarkable gait of the Peruvian Pass

This stallion was sold to Mr. Neil Master- 
son Jr., of Houston, Texas. 


Christopher Columbus brought 
the first horses of this breed from 
Spain on his second trip across the 
Atlantic. Today Peruvian Pass 
Horses can be found in many 
countries of South America and 
even Central America. But only 
in Peru are they heing bred under 
Government control. Champions 
are not permitted to leave the 
country. In the case of the 12 
champions flown here last year by 
Walter Meyer, the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment had allowed this export 
as an exception, in order to intro- 
duce only the best animals of the 
breed into the States. 

Peruvian Horses have also been 
exported to Argentina. Former 
President Juan Peron purchased 
one of the finest animals for his 
parades, and so did former Venez- 
uelan President Perez Jimenez. 

A lady who planned to ride 
horseback from Buenos Aires to 
Washington, D.C., had trouble 
with her Argentine horses when 
coming thru Lima. The Peruvian 
President gave her two Peruvian 
Pass Horses, and she rode the rest 
of the long way without any 
trouble. 

Again this year, Mr. Meyer will 
be at the San Antonio Fat Stock

Don't know whether they prac- 
tice and, if so, HOW they prac- 
tice for that long 3-day trail ride 
from Brenham to Houston, but 
indications are that more than 
2000 riders are now readying to 
take part in this Biggest-of-All 
trail rides. 

Texas weather being what it 
is, these riders will come prepared 
for anything, from pleasant 70° 
warm sunshiny weather to near- 
freezing sleet and snow. Every 
rider has taken his or her “long 
woolen undies” from out the moth 
balls, but no one is going to com- 
plain if they won't have to use 
them on the Ride. 

More than 90 chuck wagons and 
their riders will take part, and the 
order of their march is carefully 
mapped out, as is everything else 
on this most efficiently run large- 
scale operation. To learn of their 
chuck wagon’s particular place on 
the Ride, wagon bosses met in the 
Houston headquarters of the Har- 
ris County Mounted Posse on Feb- 
ruary 6 to witness a colorful, typ- 
ically Western solution: 


They Drew Them 
Out of a Hat. 


The wagon bosses are divided 
into groups by the number of Salt 
Grass Rides they have made in the 
past; 7 consecutive years, 6 consec- 
utive years, and so on down to 
those taking part for the Ist time. 
Then the names of the 7-year riders 
are put into the hat (a ten-gallon 
Stetson, of course), and the order 
in which these slips are drawn out 
determines their place in the line 
of march. Ditto for the 6 year 
riders, and so on down to the wag:

1952. Next come officials of the 
Trail Ride and after them, the 
chuck wagons in the order men- 
ioned above. 

Seven years ago 4 men made 
that 3-day Salt Grass Ride at the 
suggestion of Charlie Giezendan- 
ner of Houston, as a stunt to 
publicize the Houston Fat Stock 
Show. Today more than 2000 have 
the time of their lives doing the 
same thing. Riders come from all 
parts of the United States and sev- 
eral foreign countries, and range in 
age from 5 years to 83 years. For 
three days and nights busy execu- 
tives, oil men, ranchers and young: 
sters forget all their problems ex- 
cept eating, caring for their horses 
and blisters! 

This is no Chi-chi ride. however. 
No portable showers, no lackeys 
at every turn. This is a Dolt- 
yourself Operation, a real old-style 
Western Trail Ride. Read some 
of this year’s Trail Ride rules and 
be convinced: 

“Each rider must furnish own 
bedroll, horse, tie rope, halter, 
picket stake. There will be no 
stabling facilities at any place for 
any horse. Each group must furn- 
ish own cooking utensils and food, 
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and should bring their own kind- 
ling, charcoal, and a gallon can of 
kerosene. Each wagon must have 
food and firewood at all times.” 
Meeting place is the Washington 
County Fair Grounds in Bren- 
ham. Time: Saturday, February 
22. As usual, there will be an 
afternoon parade thru Brenham 
before settling down at the Fair 
Grounds to your out-in-the-open 
charcoal-broiled steak — supper, 
cooked by your own cowboy chefs 
at your own wagon. Then maybe 
2 hours of after-supper visits with 
other horsemen around high roar- 
ing fires, amid the twanging of 
ever-present guitars. Then silence, 
deep black darkness, with only an 
occasional stomping of a_ horse's 
foot. No night life here. Every- 
thing and everyone is under wraps 
by 9 p.m. Understandable, for the 
loud-speaker mike makes like an 
alarm clock at 4:30 a.m.

We have reached the point 
where scientific miracles are ac- 
cepted as an everyday thing.

Who is to say just what lies be- 
yond these planets that may soon 
he within the scope of our scientif- 
ic instruments and, by the same 
token, who can say that medical 
science is not also an infinitely ex- 
panding, equally — miraculous, 
thing?

Today we know that semen 
taken from bulls has been stored 
for as long as 6 years and then that 
the rate of conception from this 
stored semen is equal to that of 
natural conception. How manv 
more years semen can be stored 
and used, is yet to be determined 
But think of the limitless possibilit- 
ies this one phase of scientific 
achievement has opened up for the 
world of animal husbandry! 

I am surprised that more breed- 
ers haven't started using artificial 
insemination in the horse industry. 
The frozen semen could be put on 
a plane and little difficulty would 
be found in transportation. The 
owner of the stallion would need 
only to wire the mare's owner in 
regards to which flight he could 
expect the semen to arrive on. 

The semen needed to impregnate 
one mare in the normal manner 
would be enough to impregnate 
several artificially. Semen could 
be collected during the summer and 
fall months, for use the following 
spring, when the load on a top stal- 
lion might be too much. 

Let’s take for example, the great 
stallion KING in the Quarter 
Horse breed. Think how much it. 
would mean to be able to breed 
mares artificially for the next six 
or more years, even tho this famous 
horse died last year. When you 
stop to think that the stud fee on 
KING was $5000, then we begin 
to realize the value of this type 
program. The field of genetics 


would possibly be limited only by 
a breeder's imagination and fore- 
sight. Possibly mutations could be 
brought about that would fix color 
in the Palomino. 

This is rather a deep subject for 
a layman, so I won't stick my neck 
out any more than I already have. I 
do think that artificial insemina- 
tion would be the answer to many 
of our present problems in breed- 
ing. For instance, I have an Appal- 
oosa mare that I think is pretty 
fast. I would like to breed her to 
a stallion that is setting a few 
records for himself, but I am not

going to risk injury to a colt that 
is only a few days conceived and 
worth a lot of money, just to 
breed to him. 

The question is, How am I going 
to breed this mare to a horse that 
is 1000 miles away? The answer is 
that I probably never will, unless 
the owner sets up the above pro- 
gram with the aid of a competent 
veterinarian. 

If any of you have tried such a 
program of artificial insemination, 
we would like to have letters 
telling the success or failures you 
have encountered along this line.

Our State Charter makes the 
Race Horse Club a legally recog- 
nized institution. Its purpose is to 
operate a Quarter Horse and 
Quarter Race Horse Registry for 
our members at as low a cost to the 
horse owner as _ possible. 


The Race Horse Club is one 
of the most carefully thought up 
Quarter Horse and Quarter Race 
Horse Registries ever devised. It 
is Our constant aim to constantly 
give to our members high-grade 
low-cost service without expensive 
frills or lavish front. 

We feel that we are the hired 
hands of our members, not the 
other way round, and we do every- 
thing in our power to keep costs 
down. If it is possible to build a 
better Registry, you can bet that 
the Race Horse Club will do it, 
and at the minimum cost to you, 
the horse owner. 


Another thought: the Race 
Horse Club spends no large a- 
mounts of money for advertising, 
nor does it charge you heavily to 
register your horse. Just a nominal 


$5.00. We feel that big expendi- 
tures don’t in themselves make a 
ketter Registry for you. It just 
costs you more in the long run. 

In addition to registering Quar- 
ter Horses and Quarter Race Hors- 
es, the Race Horse Club will iden- 
tify that fine mare of unknown 
breeding that is to be bred to a 
Quarter Horse or a Thorobred. It 
will also register the animal that is 
to try for our Register of Merit. 

We suggest that you register 
your old animal first, even if you 
can't prove breeding. Upon proof, 
papers can be corrected. If your 
animal is papered in any way, we 
must examine such papers. To us, 
an Appendix Horse is a Quarter 
Horse, because we 
bloodlines. 

There will be a change in one of 
our Certificates. FLAT RUN- 
NING RACE HORSE REGIS- 
TRY will be changed to QUAR- 
TER RACE HORSE. Ouststand- 
ing (**) Horses of suitable type 
may be placed in this Quarter 
Horse Registry if the owner so 
wishes.

LEATHERCRAFT 
BEGINNER 


(From an article by H. W. Wall-r 
in the Leather Craftsman) 


Few hobbies give more personal 
satisfaction than that of working 
with leather. To watch a perfectly 
blank piece of leather develop in- 
to an attractive, artistic, useful 
article due to your own talent and 
efforts, is a constant thrill to be- 
ginner and advanced professional 
leather craftsman alike. 


Methods employed in working 
leather are pretty much the same, 
whether the ultimate goal is a bill- 
fold, belt or handbag. Yet each pro- 
ject presents a new challenge, a 
fresh opportunity to create some- 
thing beautiful, from the time the 
design is first traced on the leather 
until the last polishing agent or 
preservative is applied. 

In regard to your first few pro- 
jects, we urge you to make them 
of simple designs but with enough 
carving and stamping to be dis- 
tinctive. Even after you are advan- 
ced to custom-leather carving, you 
will find that many customers pre- 
fer articles of simple design. 


Constantly bear in mind: “Easy 
does it”. Take your time, be care- 
ful and patient. Speed and more 
accuracy will come as you master 
the uses of the swivel-knife and the 
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many craft-tools you will even- 


tually want to use. 

There is little difference in two 
pieces of blank leather of the same 
grade and weight, but the differ- 
ence in the finished product can 
be quite pronounced. That dif: 
ference will show the degree of 
care and the amount of practice 
you have done. 

So we repeat: Keep your first 
projects plain. Neat but not com- 
plicated, and don’t try to rush 
them to completion.
